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| Shell counters 
Hornet charges

Former Faculty 
Evaluations Program direc- 
tor David Shell yesterday 
charged the Hornet with un 
fair and inaccurate reporting 
ol his duties with FEP 

Shell said that references to 
his being current director of 
the Faculty Evaluations 
Program (FEP) are _in- 
correct. He said as of July 1974 
he was no longer the director 
He said that no money had 
been allocated by the CSUS 
Foundation for the program or 
a director this year 

Shell denied charges of in- 
compatibility between his job 
as director of FEP and his job 
as part time instructor for 
Interdisciplinary 190A and B, 
Introduction to College Ad 
vising. On Nov. 22, 1974, the 
Hornet ran an article raising 
questions of possible _ in- 
compatibility in Shell's two 
30bs 

The article said, ‘*Virtually 
all of the workers in the FEP 
are from the... ID 190A and B 
class, some of the lab sections 
oi which are taught by Shell.’ 

The students in the ID 190 
class went out to evaluate 
other classes. ‘‘The sections I 
taught we're not the people 
taking folders out.”’ Shell said 
His job as director ‘has noth- 
ing to do with geiting them out 
(to evaluate the different 
classes).” 


However, Shell admitted 
that students in the ID 190 
class evaluating instructors 
were agents of the FEP. ‘‘Ob- 
viously. they have to be."’ he 
said 

Concerning allegations 
about last year’s off-campus 
bank account established with 
advertising revenues from 
Added Dimensions. the 
faculty evaluations course 
guidebook, Shell said. “I have 
the exact figures He 
promised that further in 
formation on the specific 
amount in the account would 
be forthcoming 

Shell said the amount of 
advertising revenues that has 
been turned into the As 
sociated Students Business Of 
fice was $443 

Shell said that attacks on 
FEP and the Student Advising 
Center originated § from 
Richard Hughes, professor of 
government, Emanuel Gale 
professor ol social work and 
local chapter president of the 
United Professors of Califor 
nia (UPC), and other 
members of UPC 

He alleged that UPC’'s ef 
forts to discredit the FEP and 
Student Advising Center 
stemmed from their hostility 
to the idea of students evaluat- 


ing their instructors and using 


those evaluations for 
promotion, retention, 
tenure hearings 


Grades are finally sent out

All grades for the fall 
semester were mailed two 
weeks ago, according to Tom 
Edwards, CSUS Registrar. 

If students moved within 
several weeks before the 
semester or didn't inform the 
registrar during the semester 
of an address change, the 
grades were probably mailed 
to their previous address 


Although the last final ex- 
ams were December 20, 
grades were not required to be 
turned in until January 14 
because the official semester 
period hadn't changed from 
previous years when classes 
continued after Christmas 
vacation. 
when classes continued after 
Christmas vacation. 

“We pleaded with instruc- 
tors to get grades in by 
December 27, and three- 


quarters of them did,’’ said 
Edwards. ‘All grades were in 
by the 16th, and by January 20 
they were ail in the mail.” 
The Registrar's Office has 
sent a letter to the Faculty 
Senate recommending that 


the official end of the semester 
coincide with the end of 
classes. 

“Students need to know 
their grades in order to 
register for the classes they 
need next semester,”’ 
Edwards said. Students who 
entered other schools on the 
quarter system could not 
receive their grades, and 
there is a backlog of transcript 
requests. 

It takes 10 days after 
grades are posted to label and 
mail out transcripts so 
transcripts of Fall semes 
grades should be mailed next 
week. 

Any student who has not 
received grades should go to 
Administration 161 where a 
copy of all student grades are 
kept. Students shouid go in 
person with their student body 
card or other evidence of en- 
rollment, or write a release 
authorizing another person to 
do it for them. 

Within a week, advising 
centers of the departments 
student major in’ will also 
have their grade records.

New library ripped by winds

A storm highlighted by 
gale-force winds whipped 
through campus Friday and 
Saturday. leaving a scene of 

destruction in its path 
Wind gusts reaching 55 
miles an hour swept through 
the breezeway of the new lib- 
rary and ripped out over two 
dozen fibreglas ceiling panels 

and several light fixtures 


The velocity of wind in the 
breezeway was even greater 
than outside,”’ noted E.S. Hut- 
chinson, Director of Campus 
Planning. The wind trapped in 
the tunnel was of such force 
that students had _ trouble 
keeping their balance 

Much of the breezeway was 
roped off Friday for the 
protection of students, many 
of the panels precariously 
hanging from the ceiling like 
bats 


I was just putting on my 
jacket getting ready to leave 
when one of those panels came 
crashing down right in front of 
the door,” a graduate student 


said 

Another student, Joan 
Sherman, said she was 
literally picked up = and 


deposited several feet away 
by a wind gust 

Hutchinson recognized the 
problem in the breezeway 
even before the semester 


began when an earlier 
windstorm loosened the 
panels - 


Hutchinson has_ ordered 
material to construct a glass 
wall on the south end of the 
breezeway designed to 
eliminate the problem. The 
project should be completed in 
six weeks and will cost about 
$30,000. Atop the library. huge. 
concrete, unfiiled planters 


swayed menacingly in the 
wind. suspended only by thin 
cables of wire. Some of the 
planters were hung beside 
windows. The hazard has been 
recognized and the planters 
will be removed soon 

Across campus, a large 
plexiglass window pane 
popped out of the skylight 
dome stop the new residence 
hall dining commons. The 
pane didn't break, however 
and it has been repaired and 
re-installed in the dome 


Elsewhere on campus. a 
glass door in the Speech Build 
ing was shattered, a light stan 
dard near the tennis courts 
was knocked over, a powet 
line was downed. and tree 
branches litered the grounds 
as cleanup crews’ worked 
feverishly to keep pace with 
the Friday phenomenon

Trinity or The Oblivion Ex 
press. Brian Auger hus 
remained a thoroughly profes- 
sional musician in his self-con- 
summated jazz-rock world 
Auger was once considered to 
be a ‘poor man’s Keith Emer 
son” but to these ears he 
sounds relatively closer to 
keyboard aces. Bob James 
and Keith Jarrett 


Auger fans have heard his 
organ pulsations and crisp 
clear {lowing rifts for nearly a 
decade, yet Auge. as he was 
once called is still currently 
riding high amongst the-best 
English acts that travel to the 
US 

In the beginning there was 
Brian Auger & The 
Trinity—with bas 
sist/guiturist, Dave Ambrose 
Drummer, Clive Thacker, and 
Julie Driscoll. a bubbly 
temale vocalist 

Julie Driscoll’s con 
tributions to The Trinity were 
unparalleled, especially on 
such songs as Season of the 
Witch, Tramp. Save Me and a 
host of compositions she 
penned while in the group 

At this time Auger 
mastered various songs for his 
earliest Lps like: A Day In The 
Life. Wes Montgomery's 
Bumpin’ On Sunset, and his 
own tune, Tropic of Capricorn 
After a strong album release 
in 1970, Befour, came the dis- 
similution of The Trinity 

It was at this point when 
Auger met bassist, Barry 
Deun and guitarist. Jim 
Mullen. They became the 
backbone of The Oblivion Ex- 
press sound. Deun is still with 
the current Express, and 
Mulien left in 1972 replaced by

vocal harmontes 

Alex Ligertwood now sings 
ull ot the vocals for The Ex- 
press and he allows Auger to 
solo on keyboards endlessly 
This change toward jazz is a 
feature Auger must retain in

Gay views on Church presented

Loving Women/Loving 
Men is one of the few gay 
liberation books to concen- 
trate on religion, and unique, I 
think. in combining scholarly 
analysis with personal in 
volvement. This book contains 
five essays, a good selected 
bibliography, and lists of 
resources and organizations 
All the essays, though their 
aims and methods vary 
widely, recognize that in 
Western society, the church 
that is the Judeo-Christian 
religious structure, has been 
directly and indirectly the 
primary force in the op- 
pression of gay people. With 
diverse emphasis and con 
clusions, the writers address 
this central issue and its im 
plications 

Donald Kuhn's ‘‘The 
Homosexual and the Church’ 
opens the book with a des- 
cription of what Gearhart and 
Johnson call ‘‘a milestone in 
the history of the Gay 
movement,’ the events that 
led to the founding of San 
Francisco's Council on 
Religion and the Homosexual 
in 1964—five full years before

Kiss is a visual treat

the 1969 Stonewall! Riots, the 
generally acknowledge begin- 
ning of Gay Liberation. This 
esSay is a good introduction to 
a collection of progressively 
more radical analyses of the 
relations of the church and 
gay people 

Tne most scholarly and 
strictly theological essay in 
LW/LM is ‘Homosexuality: A 
Contemporary View of the 
Biblical Perspective’ by 
Robert Treese. a Methodist 
minister and professor at Bos 
ton University’s School of 
Theology. In a netably clear 
way. Treese examines briefly 
the events which brought 
homosexuality forcefully to 
the attention of the church 
sets forth sound precepts for 
Biblical analysis, discusses 
Biblical references to 
homosexuality, and concludes 
with “A Larger Biblical View 
ot Homosexuality 


Sally Gearhart and William 
Johnson co-authored ‘The 
Gay Movement in the Chur 
ch.’ which discusses the work 
of gays in various 
denominations and the chur 


ches’ response, focusing on 
the last five years. Out of a 
great deal of detailed in 





audience. The overall visual 
act was well presented and ob- 
viously required a lot of time 
and precision in making 
Lead Singer/rhythm 
guitarist.

‘The Good News of Gay 
Liberation.”’ This essay offers 
little that is new politically or 
theologically, and ina volume 
of undistinguished prose 
Johnson's style is notably 
mediocre 


Sally Gearhart’'s “The 
Miracle of Lesbianism™: is 
beyond doubt the farthest- 


ranging and most provocative 
essay in Loving Women / Loy 

ing Men. ‘We indict the Judeo 
Christian tradition not only for 
its inhumanity to Gay people 
but for its dehumanization of 
women...Weurge that anti-life 
tradition—that chur 

ch—immediately to collapse 
into the living of the gospel."’ 
She uses the word ‘‘collapse' 

intentionally and forcefully 

in the end her message is that 
the church as it now ex- 
ists—rigid, masculist, . pat- 
riarchal—must cease to exist 
and be made over. It must be 


“humanized (womanized 
Lesbianized) .’ 

Many) gay people, 
understandably have re. 


jected the church. In its 


traditional total condem- 
nation of their essential 
nature, it has failed and 


reversed its function: rather 
than bringing people to Christ, 
it turns them away. Loving 
Women/Loving Men is not 
likely to bring them back to 
the church; only, perhaps, a 
profound change and sincere 
effort by the church will do 
that. For gay people who are 
uncertain or uncomfortable 
about how they stand with the 
church, this book provides 
support for the conscience and 
ammunition for the fight. For 
non-gays, clergy and laity, 
Loving Women/Leving Men is 
a challenge to live up to their 
obligations as _ Christians. 
Those who read this book will 
know how it applies to them: 
their responsibility then is to

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Concert Review 


Senior performs superbly

Classical music devotees 
who stayed at home last Satur 
day night missed a superb 
piano recital by graduating 
Senior Caryl Koller. Strong 
technique was placed at the 
service of a keen musical 
sense, and the results were a 
pleasure to behold 

Mendelssohn's Variations 
Serieuses got broad, romantic 
treatment. The work is 
sometimes melancholy 
sometimes assertive 
sometimes resigned 
sometimes flashy. Koller’s 
playing is difficult to fault. She 
seems to be a master of the 
slow crescendo, and using it 
she can tie together large sec- 
tions of a work and give the 
whole a sense of growth. Thus, 
in her hands, progress from 
variation to variation seemed 
inexorable. and the musical 
sense of the work came clearly 
through 

There were several 
memory slips, but this is one of 
the few concerts I have seen in 
which they did not interrupt 
continuity. She shrugged them 
off as if shooing flies 

Alban Berg's sonata is a 
stormy sea of post-Wagnerian 
dissonance, yet it is built ona 


sturdy structure of motivic 
cohesion and formal logic 
Koller navigated its ebb and 
flow with evident self-as- 
surance 

Often instrumentalists let 
their music take control of 
them. and the results are 
usually muddy textures and 
lack of polish. When the op- 
posite occurs, they have too 
much control. This gives rise 
to mechanistic perfection and 
sleepy audiences. Koller was 
right where she belonged 
everything was in balance 

To put it another way, she 
has a way of doing justice toa 
composer while clearly 
retaining self-identy. This was 
certainly the case with Bach's 
Prelude and Fugue in E Ma- 
jor, which began the program 

Mork Tammes gave a 
shaky rendition of the 
Chaconne in D Minor for violin 
solo. The difficult of this work 
lies more in the bowing than in 
the fingering, and Tammes 
seemed to neglect the latter 
Intonation was a_ serious 
problem 

The only bad part about 
Koller’s pianism was that she 
should have shown us more of 
it. The crowd was too small to 
coax an encore out of her 
because not enough ventured 
out that night
